The emphasis upon preparing 
group students for college prevents the 
average student from reaching his her 
possibilities. Feelings inferiority, com- 
monly referred the inferiority com- 
plex, become unconsciously part the 
student and present most difficult prob- 
lem. With this attitude, most difficult 
reach, and our democratic society loses 
that matured, intellectual citizen, who 
should future leader leader who 
can think American, read 
American, and act American. These 
average students represent the majority 
and are found every walk life

curriculum and our teaching must give 
them greater consideration. Another point 
consider school setup that these 
same average students, who would have the 
power influence, are prevented from 
holding student body offices because they 
not possess the grade-point average. 
Thus, the same small number superior 
students run the school. The average stu- 
dents, consequently, are not being trained 
the techniques leadership and edu- 
cators have the responsibility train 
future leaders. 


How Well Prepared Are College

Two surveys have been made within 
the past two decades the University 
California, the accreditation agency for 
California high schools.

Many high- school faculties have given 
earnest consideration the complaints 
just listed. All students are not likely 
accuse their teachers being negligent. 
Their complaints are: have too much 
homework; too many problems; too diffi- 
cult chemistry assignments; too many com- 
positions, etc. Yet, the findings this 
study should evaluated objectively. And 
what school could fail benefit from such 
surveys? Educators might ask themselves 
their school programs consistently aim 
develop the intellectual life these stu- 
dents claim they desire. 


Teachers Contribute Their 
Students’ Delinquency? 

The complaint often made high 
school students “too much homework,” 
“the homework just piled each 
class” could true. Administrators could 
correct this complaint having certain 
days for assigning homework for certain 
subjects. Yet this administrative policy 
does not reach the core the problem. 
Principal and teachers should concerned 
with just what learning results from the 
particular homework which has been as- 
signed. Would more learning take place 
less homework were given? another 
question ask. Here are few the 
typical situations that because 
just assigning homework. Often teachers 
finish “hearing recitations” when the bell 
rings for the next period, yet they feel 
homework must assigned. the teacher 
assigns, using one the trite expressions, 
depending upon the subject being taught: 
“take the next chapter; answer the last five 
questions the end the chapter; make 
ten questions what you have read; 
outline the next twenty pages; fill the 
blanks; translate the next passage; finish 
reading the story; memorize the next fifty 
lines, entire poem.”

Teachers will agree that such conditions 
exist. Yet should they even tolerated 
any classroom? Classroom standards 
should such that students must assume 
the responsibility learn, and this can 
done only the teacher prepares the 
assignment with the class. Learning 
process; not the giving the assignment 
but the development the assignment 
assures learning. Less hearing lessons 
and the development assignments with 
students would put end copying and 
the frequent complaint, “we have too much 
homework do.” Yes, students complain, 
but they nothing about their studies, 
for they know not how when take 
the next step. The preparation assign- 
ments with the class will lead greater 
economy learning and more lasting 
learning. Mastery will take place and less 
time will have spent homework.

The Co-operative Tests, 
which are difficult, and may secured 
for every subject, are excellent basis 
for evaluating. Once they become part 
the total school program, superior re- 
sults are assured; students will consistently 
rank high scholarship contests. Unless 
tests are used for the evaluation teach- 
ing rather than the testing students, 
time and money are completely wasted.

With 
subject matter comes only 
review and drill stated intervals. 
learning takes place unless there 
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overlearning. The teacher may digress 
while covering unit, entertain, enliven, 
but must sure provide period 
for review and drill that the students 
will remember, the entire time will have 
been wasted. Review periods should 
school policy with days for review set 
the administrators, least such days 
should made class policy. The teacher 
must definite this matter, allowing 
one day week, one week quarter, 
two weeks semester for the necessary 
review. important that students 
aware this review policy. 

Too, wise vary the procedures 
for review using both group rote work 
and individual assignments, dividing stu- 
dents into committees responsible for cer- 
tain sections the work. this latter 
case, the general discussion helps the be- 
low-average student acquire knowledge. 
the memory which makes possible the 
acquisition facts. Facts give students 
substance upon which think, reason, 
make judgments. Reflective thinking fol- 
lows and inferences are formed from the 
material covered. Learning exercises train 
the memory recall and recognize 
relationships. Such are powerful tools for 
further learning. 

Practice periods drill periods should 
short but frequent, for the attention 
span varies for different pupils and 
different levels, and when maturation sets 
in, learning ceases. Effective review takes 
place when the teacher with her pupils 
summarize together the day’s work, the 
work week, and the work larger 
division making rapid survey im- 
portant points, noting relationships which 
might overlooked, and using illus- 
trative material such charts, maps, 
slides, specimens, records, films, and 
using the blackboard. this respect, the 
blackboard should not neglected. 
the classroom for use, not for looks, 
and one the greatest visual aids 


teaching. should written 
out the blackboard clarify them 
the minds the students; words should 
spelled out, outlines made, facts sum- 
marized logical order, books articles 
cited, lists terms related subject 
being developed should presented, direc- 
tions given make point clearer.

Perhaps other medium develops the 
power critical thinking, which the 
sign real student, more than the 
questioning technique which requires rea- 
soning arrive the answer. Questions 
requiring answer more than “yes” 
“no” keep the mind alert and develop 
the ability form judgments. Some 
the types questions used teaching 
procedures and demanding critical evalua- 
tion are, for example, you con- 
sider more important and why?”; those 
necessitating comparison, 
Hemingway and Dos Passos regard 
style, characterization, and plot structure”; 
decision “Whom you admire more 
and why?”; cause effect, complete 
with reasons for the choice. Other chal- 
lenging questions are those requiring analy- 
sis, examination series specific 
cases; illustrations examples; classifi- 
cation type, etc.; judgment criticism 
the adequacy, correctness conditions, 
factor statements, probability thing; 
selection essential facts given basis. 
Those questions involving organization 
important relationships, statement, and 
proof thesis, observation conditions 
and results, verification conclusions, and 
selective summaries are further aids 
the teacher’s task developing the powers 
critical thinking the student. Ques- 
tions, effective, must provoke thought, 
they must directed the entire class, 
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not individual students only. The stu- 
dent’s realization what expected will 
necessitate his acquiring knowledge. Indefi- 
nite guessing, bluffing answers will thus 
minimized. 

These suggested techniques question- 
ing means forming learning habits 
apply all subjects, including the social 
sciences and science. Questioning might 
called the “Art Teaching.” Skillful 
questions aid students understand the 
steps reasoning. Facility comes only 
with practice and the fruitful application 
the method. This development the 
powers critical thinking will, should 
some degree, enable the student to:

What Your Students 
Comprehend 

The learning-teaching process also neces- 
sitates the intelligent formation the 
habit reading, that students may 
read with greater comprehension, speed, 
and appreciation the value reading 
the acquisition knowledge. Since 
many are poor students because their 
inability read, may necessary 
review quickly those procedures which 
should part every teacher every 
class, she can assure her students that 
they possess the important tool through 
which knowledge comes them that is, 
skill reading. 

Students should know, first all, the 
purpose for which they are reading. Ob- 
viously, reading chemistry book differs 
from reading novel. Ask them, “Why 
are you reading? For the whole? for de- 
tails? for information? illustrate 
point? for inference? make judgments?” 
reading single chapter the student 
should mentally note the purpose toward 
which the reading directed, then 
rapidly survey the entire chapter, noting 
pictures, footnotes, outlines, graphs, maps, 
charts, and the main divisions regard 
the nature the content, the topic 
treated and the order treatment, the 
relative emphasis, headings, and particu- 
larly the summaries. the paragraphs 
should pick out the important points, and 
summarize re-reading, reciting, and 
outlining, always striving see the rela- 
tionships involved. 

reading critically, students must 
evaluate carefully both form and substance, 
either agreeing disagreeing with the 
author. The student-critic should able 
discern whether the material based 
mere opinion prejudice, and should 
base his final decision authority.

From the neglect the natural law two 
“disastrously widespread” errors have come 
into existence, and are powerful forces operat- 
ing the today. These errors are 
popularly known Racism and Totalitarian- 
ism. The first the denial the solidarity 
the human race and the brotherhood 
men; the second the autonomous state. Both 
these errors imply the denial human moral- 
ity; both contradict reason and Divine Revela- 
tion concerning the essential unity the 
human race and the dignity the human 
person.— Bishop William Mulloy.

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English Composition: 
Ideas Come First 


John 


Teachers and pupils traditionally have been 
embarrassed the scarcity ideas the 
basis for English composition. While the sim- 
ple mechanics the written page well 
choice words, variety sentence struc- 
ture, and the like pose problems that seem 
endless and often insurmountable, there 
more primary difficulty that hitherto has not 
merited sufficient attention; namely, the 
choice subject brief, “about 
what shall write?” 

The following project, therefore, attempts 
meet that basic problem the elementary 
school how pupils shall taught find 
topics ideas for composition before they 
attempt clothe them the flesh verbal 
expression. 


Tell About 


The project suggests double approach: 
the one part, making use everyday 
experiences common all (labeled 
the other, calling specia 
attention the five senses that all human 
beings possess. 

What are these “familiar situations”? They 
are things like these:

Enumerating Our Thoughts 


Now for the teaching techniques involved. 
Let assume average fourth grade. The 
teacher envisions series lessons that will 
extend for thirty forty (or more) con- 
secutive school days. these daily exercises 
“familiar situations,” she hopes train her 
pupils “think,” make use all five 
senses, gather ideas readily, and hence 
prepare themselves for actual composition 
when shall required. the long arduous 
road expression, she foresées the basic 
factors composition ideas, words, phrases, 
sentences, paragraphs, and whole compositions. 
first then she concerned only with one 
the producing ideas (expressed course 
the single word). 

The teacher, then, embarks upon the first 
lesson. She writes the blackboard “fa- 
miliar situation” for example, “Halloween.” 
She explains briefly what she seeks words 
that say something about the traditional holi- 
day; words suggested see,” “what 
hear,” “what taste and smell and feel.” 
She accepts contributions from the pupils, 
writes them the board, indiscriminately 
they are given—and finds after twenty 
minutes list something like this: 


Halloween 
skeleton masks children 
yelling howling songs 
crash stamping squealing 
bang pumpkins party 
costumes alley cats decorations 
tramps lights laughing 
witches pirate candy 
ghosts chattering voices 
whispering shadows apples 
squealing devils doughnuts 
owl singing fruit 
flashlight rattling goblins 
cider cookies cake 


This typical contribution from aver- 
age fourth grade. the words (or ideas) 
were offered, the teacher wrote them the 
blackboard. She accepted them they came, 
making (at present) attempt divide 
them into the categories suggested the 
separate senses. The words were miscel- 
laneous what see, what feel, 
and on, just the ideas occurred the 


pupils.

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The lesson took about twenty minutes, first 
because was new type work, secondly 
because the general procedure was not yet 
established. the conclusion, the teacher 
was satisfied have had the pupils 
their heads.”

After several weeks have elapsed, second 
phase the work introduced the limit- 
ing the thinking one particular sense. 
This, many words, concentrates atten- 
tion upon the one sense and intended 
course bestir the pupil within fairly 
narrow field.

Each 
lesson this point took not much more than 
five minutes day. 

The third and fourth phases duplicated the 
first and second, except that, the teacher 
having suggested the “familiar situation,” the 
pupils made their own lists their desks. 
The third phase accepted lists with indiscrimi- 
nate use all senses. The fourth phase nar- 
rows the ideas those suggested the 
separate senses, with separate lists.

MONG recent efforts toward the reorgan- 
ization and rejuvenation English stud- 
ies Catholic schools the program pre- 
sented Sisters Mary Rosenda, Mary Mina, 
and Mary Francis Borgia under the title 
The Christian Impact English. Although 
only the first half the program has been 
published, and that only recently, the entire 
program reported have been use for 
several years. Sister Rosenda and her co- 
workers realize, however, that even with this 
preliminary experimentation they could not 
hope achieve definitive and unimpeachable 
program their first attempt. They insist 
that the main purpose the book initiate 
effort and interest, “to generate enthusiasm for 
the privilege Christian teaching, provoke 
thought and creative activity helping 
make the study English put strong 
shoulder the formation integrated Chris- 
tians.” This attitude becoming pioneers 
educational method which proposes 
“determined reblocking purpose.” the 
face it, one wonders why, some quarters, 
acceptance the Christian Impact program 
has been uncritical border the 
naive. matter vital the Christian- 
ization our English classes, public discussion 
proposals indispensable; the effort de- 
mands the widest critical co-operation. 

would possible discuss the 
program from many angles, depending largely 
the extent one’s acquaintance with it. 
But the supposition that there are many 
who, like myself, have not had the opportunity 
observe the program actual practice, 
believe would value focus attention 
the book itself, the most extensive 
and most exact statement the program 
available. Such examination may reveal 
where clarifications and revisions are required 
The Christian Impact English 
achieve consistently satisfactory presenta- 
tion both theory and practice. 


The Basic Ideas 


first all necessary that there 
adequate statement the basic ideas which 
this new program founded. the “Intro- 
duction” purports make this statement, 
deserves special examination. considers the 
three questions fundamental program aim- 
ing “determined bold-type reblocking” 
the purpose education: What the nature 
and purpose education? What the role 
English education? What the method 
insuring that English shall best fill that

Purposes Education 


stated first, with some confusion 
metaphor, that education always has serious 
influence, whether for good evil. With this 
truism one cannot disagree. There follows, 
however, rather significant statement: “Edu- 
cation short cut total living, sanctity. 
have failed that have failed.” This 
statement quoted with relish supporters 
the Jmpact program and referred re- 
peatedly the authors. But not all 
respects clear statement and open mis- 
interpretation. There the term “education,” 
for one thing, with its triple connotation. 
the broadest sense, “education” refers any 
process whereby man led fulfillment; 
more narrowly, indicates the formation 
which given children responsible 
elders; most strictly, the formation special 
schools. the first sense, education results 
from the totality life influences, among 
which religion should first. The second 
meaning includes the influence the family 
particularly, well that special work 
education which the family has delegated 
the school. The three meanings “education” 
are course related but ought not con- 
fused. not clear exactly which sense 
the authors are using the term here. 
far can determine, they intend 
mean especially the work the school, but 
they have tendency predicate education 
this sense qualities and functions which are 
more appropriate education the broadest 
sense. 

Such confusion may underlie the sentence 
are considering. undoubtedly permis- 
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sible say that education, the sense the 
work Catholic schools, short cut 
sanctity, but the same thing could said, 
and with even more justice, life 
Catholic Action. School education 
special kind short-cutting; has its own 
peculiar, and limited, objective the general 
development total living. And when Sister 
Rosenda continues, “To have failed that 
have failed,” she being forceful the 
expense accuracy. For would quite 
possible for person achieve sanctity 
without knowing, let 
and yet that person had gone through 
ing, then that literature course would still 
have failed his case, because did 
not teach him literature. Certainly school 
has failed has not aided develop 
tity the graduate, but has also failed 
has not taught him the subjects the cur- 
riculum. And the student has failed his 
school education has not learned the 
subjects attempted. Whether Sister Rosenda 
means refer the failure the student 
that the school not clear; the “we” 
this paragraph shifts from the 
dents” “we the with some con- 
fusion result. 

The point wish make here this: 
School education has only limited objective 
the total man and must 
contribute the total formation its own 
way. “No illusion,” says Jacques Maritain, “is 
more harmful than try push back into 
the microcosm school education the entire 
process shaping the human being.” One too 
often has the impression that the pro- 
gram would like push the whole process 
even into the English class. say that this 
the impression one gets; doubt that 
intended the authors, but their statements 
are open misinterpretation, reinforced 
they are some rather 
directives. 


Ultimate and Immediate Objectives 


The description education short cut 
sanctity followed statement which 
comes closer being genuine definition: 
“Education experimental living which 
learn truly free.” course this state- 
ment applies the education which the child 
receives within the home well school 
education, but could serviceable mak- 
ing more precise the exact function school 
education such. not developed, how- 
ever; the description education “short 
cut sanctity,” with all its potentialities for 
misinterpretation, that which the next 
paragraph returns, when the special place 
English education discussed. The para- 
graph education concludes with statement 
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objectives without which “our teaching be- 
comes meaningless.” Obviously, were these 
objectives absent from our educational pro- 
gram would never merit the title Chris- 
tian educators. But should noted that 
they are all ultimate objectives, objectives 
education the broad lifetime sense, not di- 
rectly school education such. neces- 
sary know the specific relations which school 
education has these ultimate objectives be- 
fore can claim complete view. Or, bor- 
rowing the authors’ figure speech, might

Then, 
“to bridge the abyss between knowing and 
doing” does not mean lead from theory 
practice (literature not sub- 
ject) but indicates that literature occupies 
Position between abstract theory one side 
and practical theory the other.

justly Sister Rosenda’s ideas here. The place 
take her have assigned literature 
difficult harmonize with her statement that 
“leads into the activity becoming 
Christian,” but should very hesitant 
precisely what that statement means.

clearly. wish also that the statement that the 
contemplation literary art “prepares the way 
for supernatural contemplation, that direct 
union with Absolute Beauty,” were some- 
what qualified. Natural contemplation can 
prepare for supernatural, but niether 
necessary nor sufficient condition for it, and 
Thomas Merton has indicated, some- 
times hindrance. The examples which are 
chosen illustrate the function literature 
cause one suspect that the connection be- 
tween natural and supernatural contemplation 
is, Sister Rosenda’s mind, much too “neat.”

Literature 


This inadequacy may due merely over- 
sight and the pressing demands space. 
fear, however, that there more than 
that. too narrow emphasis the possible 
religious effects literature has obscured for 
Sister Rosenda the actualities literature. 
Literature the abstract does not exist; 
works literature are what deal with 
and what must teach. When speak 
the place literature education, must 
speak not only the place literary art 
the pattern knowledge, but also the 
place the actually existing body litera- 
ture our educational program. not 
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problem ideal literature but 
teaching this particular real literature, this 
collection works art with all their inter- 
relations which for practically litera- 
ture the English language. This the 
central problem this matter Christianiz- 
ing the literature program, the 
handling literature which, matter 
brute fact, not “Catholic” literature 
the narrow sense that seems desire. 
not think that Sister Rosenda, either 
her statements theory her practical 
organization the course units, has really 
faced the problem. Until she does, the 
Impact program labors under great handicaps. 


How Choose 


This point crucial. There Christian 
impact English concentrate the 
Christian impact the detriment English. 
Perhaps there good deal “favorite 
meaningless flicflac” the traditional English 
program, but before Sister Rosenda and her 
associates begin wielding their “ruthless 
broom” sweep out they must know just 
what meaningless and why so. at- 
tempt made anywhere the book define, 
even indicate, the standards meaning- 
fulness which book must meet, nor there 
specific mention any examples the 
referred to. With only 
the first half the course yet available 
print, not possible know whether 
particular piece literature one might expect 
freshman sophomore years has been 
eliminated merely transferred one the 
upper levels, but there cause for grave 
suspicion that some the so-called “tradi- 
tional has been swept out only 
replaced contemporary flicflac which has 
not even the merit tradition, and appears 
hold its place only because fits more 
neatly into the controlling idea particular 
unit. 

Let offer case point. Unit 
the second year entitled “The Social Re- 
sponsibility the Christian.” The list 
readings for the unit divided, all the 
units, into three groups: “Core Reading,” 
“Group Reading,” “Supplementary Reading.” 
The reading assignment consists the two 
core books, and any three other books from 
the lists. The core books are receive de- 
tailed classroom attention, the others are 
rather for students’ private effort. Now, under 
“Core Reading” are two titles: Vespers 
Vienna Bruce Marshall, and Priest-Work- 
man Germany Henri Perrin. The first 
ephemeral novel, the second not 
work literary art all, but factual re- 
port religious activity. The next category, 
presumably those books considered worthy 
most attention after the core books, consists 
six titles: France Alive Claire Bishop, 
Negro Caravan edited Brown, Davis, and 
Lee, House Hospitality Dorothy Day, 
Lasting Home Joseph Dever, The 
Moved Outers Florence Means, and Dust 
the King’s Highway Helen White. 
these the first and third cannot con- 
sidered literary art any more than can Priest- 
Workman Germany; none the others 
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rates the stature classic, even minor one. 

Then come the third list, supple- 
mentary readings, left largely individual 
student initiative and effort. contains 
titles. Among them are Conrad’s Victory, 
Dickens’ Oliver Twist, George Eliot’s Felix 
Holt, the Radical, Howells’ Rise Silas 
Lapham, and Julius Caesar one William 
Shakespeare! What has happened literary 
standards when Vespers Vienna rates in- 
tensive study and Julius Caesar left catch 
what chance winds sophomore fancy may 
blow its direction? seems indi- 
cate that literary standards have been forced 
yield set unit themes applied quite 
irresponsibly.

course, one cannot feed freshmen and 
sophomores steady diet the greatest 
classics. The objective teaching English 
the high school level not give 
complete overview literature, but rather 
introduce students literature that 
within their grasp and thereby train them for 
further reading their own initiative and 
more advanced levels. One would not, for 
instance, give King Lear sophomores; 
simply above them, and hence useless for the 
purposes the course. But Julius Caesar 
properly read the sophomore 
level, where Sister Rosenda does fact place 
it, then merits concentrated attention. 
Vespers Vienna and Priest-Workman 
Germany can left for reading interested 
individual students; precisely the great 
classics which require most aid from the 
teacher and repay attention most adequately.

There room here for both Christian impact 
and genuine study English, without weak- 
ening either. 


Methods Teaching 


With sane, balanced view the place 
English the educational program, one could 
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then proceed the third fundamental ques- 
tion: What particular method adopted 
for teaching English? Sister Rosenda has 
chosen adopt the method the “experience 
curriculum.” is, course, not the only 
one possible, but certainly one the 
feasible methods. used leads 
organization the course into units, 
“areas contemplation,” which coincide with 
basic areas Christian activity: God, 
self, fellow men, the material 
with one unit work each year each the 
four areas.

This especially evident 
treatments technical literary matters, 
the sections lyric poetry the short 
story, where the author obscures quite ade- 
quate grasp the matter hand 
overwrought manner presentation. Also, 
should remarked that too much the back- 
material only loosely connected with 
the core readings the unit. 

just this lack close interrelation 
between background and core readings which 
especially objectionable the statement 
objectives. The most prominent the general 
objectives are the lengthy lists “knowl- 
edges” and “understandings.” Approximately 
out every ten these listed knowl- 
edges and understandings are plainly nonliter- 
ary; that is, they are general ideas religious 
dogma, Christian living, Christian attitudes. 
Yet even this, itself, might passed over 
were not for the fact that the next objec- 
tive listed, reading skill, never specified 
any more fully than some such phrase 
“the two core books, and three supplementary 
selections.” the reading objective the 
study literature consisted merely getting 
the books read! Surely the technique 
genuine reading which the primary objec- 
tive high school literary study and its most 
task well, yet the program 
blandly ignores it. The Impact authors have 
only themselves blame, then, other teach- 
use their book make literature “handy 
teference for documenting moral precepts,” 
and twist literature into mere tool ethics, 
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sociology, Catholic Action. They have 
not really attacked the fundamental practical 
problem facing program Christianizing 
the teaching English, which how teach 
literature fully and completely that this 
literature, entire and genuine, serves achieve 
the ultimate spiritual goals Catholic educa- 
tion. Until offer clear and extensive 
directives toward the solution this problem, 
their program, whatever its achievements, will 
always open the charge that falsify- 
ing the subject professes teach. 

These are serious charges, and not 
make them lightly. sincere hope that 
revision the program can con- 
templated which will offer more adequate 
approach the basic problems the English 
course. Hope such revision also prompts 
that the prose The Christian Impact 
English urgently demands severe blue-pencil- 
ing. The writer apparently either unwilling 
unable confine herself within the bounds 
standard English expression; her style 
confused, cluttered with wild metaphors, heav~ 
ily obstructed with parenthetical phrases and 
choppy half sentences. The faults are persist- 
ent, and they are glaring. Comparing St.

for instance, she writes: the Avila saint 
was storm like house afire whereas the 
Lisieux saint was zephyr scarcely scorching 
the cheek” (p. 68) confusion metaphor 
for which sophomore would rebuked.

Need- 
lessly eccentric word coinages and excessive 
indulgence parenthetical asides are other 
annoying stylistic traits, and deplorable 
carelessness evidenced sentences which 
lack words essential their sense, references 
authors titles without indication 
source, wrongly ascribed quotations, and nu- 
merous typographical errors. 

general, the diction painfully over- 
emotional. The writer’s undoubted enthusiasm 
manifests itself stylistically mere efferves- 
cence, and seriously impedes reader’s efforts 
get the idea under discussion. Style may 
secondary consideration, but surely 
textbook English ought above 
reproach. 

The Christian Impact English valuable 
enough deserve presentation faultless 
style. spite its serious defects, the 
product sincere and deeply apostolic con- 
cern for the Christianization the Catholic 
high school English program, concern 
which all must share. The criticisms here 
made have been offered the hope further- 
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ing some small way the achievement 
that completely adequate English program 
which only the most intensive co-operative 
effort can hope realize.

“The tax structure breaking the country’s 
back present.

“This certainly great deal merit the 
Coudert Plan which would restrict the leveling 
the income tax the state level.

“There must over-all reduction the 
tax program that will conform the traditional 
form democracy. people are minded 
motivated lower taxes, great many projects 
that need financing will gain such aid through 
voluntary contributions.

strangling tax laws. 

“At the present time corporations are 
write off contributions education they 
Committee formed and financed 
Rockefeller and Carnegie Foundations, has 
recommended that the corporation tax laws 
revised allow corporations contribute 
such_a small amount per cent 
profits.

Our Teachers Mold Our Nation’s Future 


Geraldine Saltzberg. Cloth, 204 pp., $2.25. 
The Macmillan Co., New York, 

the author’s own statement “This book 
Stresses and illustrates through 
those basic principles which all teachers 
should guided instructing their pupils, 
whether they teachers language, mathe- 
matics, science, health, fine arts, commercial 
subjects, some subjects not yet part our 
school The book derives its title 
and the front-cover symbol large protective 
hand holding its palm small boy and 
small girl) from the Advertising Council’s cam- 
paign promote better schools. 

This excellent book might well used 
help toward pointing all effort made 
the classroom defining one’s purpose, toward 
clarifying the ultimate objective not only 
teaching but all effort. The author laments 
the fact that what practically all parents expect 
the school 
training their sons and daughters 
enable these children theirs earn living, 
placing that requirement first their list. 
Miss Saltzberg says boldly that even the 
days when colleges, for instance, devoted their 
energies the intellectual training liberal 
arts program, strictly understood, “little 
conscious attempt was made show stu- 
dents how apply the wisdom contained 
these books their daily lives; scholarship 
was the aim, and not efficiency living; mental 
development was the aim, and not moral, 
ethical, spiritual growth” (p. 3). 

How certainly the teacher teaches what 
rather than what says does be- 
comes the theme running through the entire 
book. “No matter what the subject taught, 
the teacher teaches his true self, even when 
has awareness that doing” (p. 8). 
And while there nowhere any distinct refer- 
ence religion, there always consciousness 
the importance the individual, recogni- 
tion his higher destiny, and assumption 
the obligation actualize all one’s 
potentialities, both teacher and taught. 

“The ultimate end obedience for the 
individual have himself under such excellent 
self-control that responds automatically 
his highest and truest self” (p. 41). 

There fine attitude fellowship and 
true brotherhood chapter entitled “Practic- 
ing Human Brotherhood.” fact, one senses 
that genuine love for all men throughout the 
book. “The whole class concentrates the 
fact that the pooled knowledge all nations 
has brought all nations” (p. 63). 
“Parents, teachers, and boys and girls them- 
selves all share educating youth for democratic 
living through America needs 
self-disciplined men and women. Since obedience 
parents have responsibility toward this first 
phase training” (p. 68). 

Climaxing the constant stress upon proper 
motivation, the author says, “Whatever the 
written work may be, what will make 
experience growth the pupil’s attitude 
toward the lesson. Once again, not much 
the actual subject matter the lesson 
the habits the pupils acquire through doing the 
lesson” (p. 88).
